Orange county is in the beginning of a political contest which 
ii stirring the interest of its citizens to their profoundekt depths. 
There has been a knowledge on the part of many that from the 
•tandpoint of law enforcement, Orange county does not enjoy in 
the state and elsewhere, the enviable reputation which the char­ 


acter of her citizens would warrant. 
This is undoubtedly due to the neglect of many of her 
people, of their civic duties on the day of the primary, or at 
least not exercising a discrimination and an interest that would 
warrant candidates for important offices to believe that they 
would have support if they came out strongly for law enforcement. 
That condition is entirely changed. 
Through a questionnaire, 
which was submitted to the candidates by the Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, the attitudes of candidates for sheriff and 
district attorney have become known. 
And there is a lineup of 
the forces in the county in respect to this issue which will un­ 
doubtedly be heard from in no uncertain way on the day of 
the primaries. 
That some people are interested primarily in men and in can­ 
didates and secondarily in issues is a fact that may be deprecated 
but it is nevertheless true. 
Through personalities and individuals 
organizations are built up and loyalties of a personal character 
are effected. 
It is more interesting and appealing, possibly, to 


emphasize candidates rather than principles fo r which the can­ 
didates stand. 
We as indiv iduals may be fo r candidates, but 
representing an institutio n as this paper is, we feel that we 
sho uld hesitate abo ut insisting that o ne candidate and o ne can­ 
didate o nly represents the ideals fo r which the paper stands. The 
same spirit undo ubtedly do minates tho se men and wo men, who 
speak in an o fficial manner, fo r any o rganized gro ups. 
It do es 
beco me necessary so metimes in o rder to giv e success to a cause 
to unite upo n o ne o f the candidates who represents that cause, 
in o rder to insure the defeat o f o ne o f the o ppo sing candidates. 
We feared that that co nditio n might arise in Orange co unty , 
and so we declared so metime ago that we were go ing to stand 
fo r tho se candidates who sto o d right, and we wo uld stand fo r 
o ne o f them against the o ther pro v iding the leaders o f the mo v e­ 
ment designated o ne as against the o ther. 
A gro up o f such met at Anaheim so metime ago , and anno unced 
themaelv es fo r two o f these candidates— Mr. Lo gan J ackso n fo r 
sheriff and Mr. Harry Westo v er fo r district atto rney . 
We be­ 
liev e these two men are estimable men, but we did no t co me o ut 
o n their behalf as against the o ther candidates, and we do no t 
pro po se to do so edito rially , and fo r the fo llo wing reaso ns: 
First, because to do any thing against any o ne of the can­ 
didates who is right as against any other wo uld be manifestly 


I unfair, as we hav e said abo v e, unless it was necessary to do 
so in o rder to win fo r the cause which is larger than the indi­ 
v idual. Thin is no t true in this case. 
We lieliev e we can assume that 5 0 per cent o f the total 
v o te o f Orange co unty is fav o rable to President Ho o v er's po si­ 
tio n, to the atto rney general o f the United States’ 
position, to 
the enfo rcement o f law. If this is no t true, then we couldn’t win 
at electio n time in the co unty with any candidate, and there 
wo uldn’t be any sense in selecting o ne as against the o ther. 
If this be true, and the law enfo rcement peo ple depo sit into the 
ballo t bo x 011 primary day a majo rity v o te fo r their two can­ 
didates fo r district atto rney , o ne o f them is bo und to be o ne 
o f the candidates who will appear o n the ticket in No v ember. 
It canno t be o therwise, mathematically . 
Let us assume that 1000 is the to tal number o f v o tes cast. 
Granting that o ur candidates receiv e 5 00 and the o ther candidates 
receiv e 5 00, o ne o f o ur two men must receiv e 251 v o tes o r better, 
and if either o ne o f the o ther two receiv es mo re than that, his 
co mpanio n must receiv e less, « 0 that o ne o f o ur candidates wo uld 
he bo und to be in the run-o ff, fo r two high men will be in the 
finals. 
The same is true in respect to the sheriff’s race. 
Two can­ 
didates fo r sheriff hav e qualified, as representing the spirit o f 
¡law o bserv ance, but there are sev en candidates running, so that 


if 50 per cent of the vote of the county is cast fo r the two 
candidates, the other 50 per cent must be divided among fiv e 
candidates. 
It would be utterly impossible for more than o ne 
candidate among the five to receive as many v o tes 
as o ne o f 
the candidates of the two. 
The consequence is if 50 per cent of the v o te o f this co unty 
is cast consciously for both law o bserv ance and fo r indiv idual 
j candidates, one for sheriff and o ne fo r district atto rney will 
represent this group in the final run-o ff. 
Fo r tho se o f us who 
contend that we are standing fo r the principle, this certainly is 
sufficient. If the names had no t been filed; if they did no t have 
to appear on the ticket; if it were lo ng eno ugh befo re the filing 
so that active wo rk co uld be do ne to hav e o ne o f the 
candidates 
v o luntarily agree to no t run, the situatio n wo uld 
be entirely 
different, but they canno t withdraw themselv es ev en if they 
should 
want to . 
Their liv es, their reco rds and their desires s qua re w ith th* 
principles which are espo used by The Register. 
VVe will be fo r 
the candidates in the primaries and all of them who have m 
qualified, and after the primaries we shall naturally support t h t 
o nes who are so qualified, whom the majority of hke-minded 
peo ple hav e placed on the ticket.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


We have done a m ag nificent Job 
In the protection and promotion of 
public health. 
But despite the doing of tihls 
magnificent job there is a stag g er­ 
ing amount of unfinished business 
in this field. 
In addressing the spring meeting 
of the Committee on the Costs of 
Medical Care, R ay Lyman Wilbur, 
the secretary of the interior, pre­ 
sented a 
challeng ing 
list of un­ 
necessary diseases that are persist­ 
ent in national life. 
I commend this list for the care­ 
ful consideration of the nation: 
"One million persons are sick with 
malaria each year. 
W e know that 
we do not have to have malaria if 
we want to pay the price to g et rid 
of it, and that price is practically 
one of dollars. 
It does not take 
very much skill in most cases. 
"Seven hundred thousand persons 
are sick with tuberculosis at any 
ome time, m ost of it preventable. 
"‘Four million 
persons 
in the 
south a few years ago were affect­ 
ed by 
hookworm 
disease. 
There 
are probably not so m any now; 
they have more shoes, and more of 
other thing s there now. 
But the 
number affected Is still great. 
"Thousands of women are sterile 
or sem i-lnvalids because of gonor­ 
rhea. 
There Is much paralysis, lo­ 
comotor atax ia and mental disease, 
and there are m any handicapped 
children because of syphillis. 
All 
this Is correctible, and should be 
corrected. 
It Is a scientific error, 


If not a crime, for a child to be 
born with congenital syphillis. 
"We still have 30,000 to 100,000 
cases of smallpox 
each year, in 
spite of the work of J enner. 
Of 
course that Is just plain, outright 
carelessness end ignorance. 
"We have had approx imately 28,- 
000 cases and 5700 deaths due to 
typhoid fever. These were the fig ­ 
ures for 1928. 
They would not be 
g reatly 
different 
now. 
Typhoid 
fever, of course, is another prevent­ 
able disease. 
"There were about 90.000 cases 
and 8300 deaths due to diphtheria 
In 1928. 
In the case of this disease, 
i als®, but little improvement has 
been made during 
the past few 
years. 
Diphtheria still claim s Its 
regular number of little children. 
Were 
the 
skill 
of 
organization 
shown by some of the health de­ 
partm ents applied 
very generally 
throughout the country, there would 
be Immediately a marked and rapid 
reduction In cases and deaths. 
"People suffer much unnecessary 
pain because of their failure to visit 
a dentist regularly; and many ob­ 
scure disorders 
are 
due to bad 
teeth. 
Probably not more than 20 
per cent of the people g o periodi­ 
cally to dentists 
for 
ex am ination 
and repair; most of them go only 
for the relief of pain.” 
Until this unfinished business is 
completed, w e should feel ourselves 
under indictm ent for criminal neg ­ 
ligence.

POSITION OF REGISTER ON PERSONALTIES OF CANDIDATES 


Orange county is in the beginning of a political contest which 


kl * ti iring the interest of its citizens to their profoundest depths. 
There has been a knowledge on the part of many that from the 
standpoint of law enforcement, Orange county does not enjoy in 
the «tate and elsewhere, the enviable reputation which the char­ 
acter of her citizens would warrant. 
This is undoubtedly due to the neglect of many of her 
people, of their civic duties on tile day of tile primary, or at 
least not exercising a discrimination and an interest that would 
warrant candidates for important offices to believe that they 
would have support if they came out strongly for law enforcement. 
That condition is entirely changed. Through a questionnaire, 
which was submitted to the candidates by the Women's Christian 
Temperance U nion, the attitudes of candidates for sheriff and 
district attorney have become known, 
And there is a lineup of 
the forces in the county in respect to this issue which will un­ 
doubtedly be heard from in no uncertain way on the day of 
the primaries. 
That some people are interested primarily in men and in can­ 
didates and secondarily in issues is a fact that may be deprecated 
but it is nevertheless true. 
Through personalities and individuals 
organizations are built up and loyalties of a personal character 
are effected. 
It is more interesting and appealing, possibly, to 


emphasize candidates rather than principles for which the can­ 
didates stand. 
We as individuals may be for candidates, but 
representing an institution as this paper is, we feel that we 
should hesitate about insisting that one candidate and one can­ 
didate only represents the ideals for which the paper stands. The 
same spirit undoubtedly dominates those men and women, who 
speak in an official manner, for any organized groups. 
It does 
become necessary sometimes in order to give success to a cause 
to unite upon one of the candidate» who represents that cause, 
in order to insure the defeat of one of the opposing candidates. 
We feared that that condition might arise in Orange county, 
and so we declared sometime ago that we were going to stand 
for those candidates who stood right, and we would stand for 
one of them against the other providing the leaders of the move­ 
ment designated one a* against the other. 
A group of such met at Anaheim sometime ago, and announced 
themselves for two of these candidates— Mr. Logan Jackson for 
sheriff and Mr. Harry Westover for district attorney, 
We be­ 
lieve these two men are estimable men, but we did not come out 
on their behalf as against the other candidates, and we do not 
propose to do «o editorially, and for the following reasons: 
First, because to do anything against any one of the can­ 
didates who is right aa against any other would be manifestly 


unfair, as we have said above, unless it was necessary to do 
so in order to win for the cause which is larger than the indi­ 
vidual. 
Thia is not true in this case. 
We believe we can assume that 50 per cent of the total 
vote of O range county is favorable to President H oover’s posi­ 
tion, to the attorney general of the United States' position, to 
the enforcement of law. If this is not true, then we couldn’t win 
at election time in the county with any candidate, and there 
wouldn’t be any sense In selecting one as against the other. 
If this be true, and the law enforcement people deposit into the 
ballot box on prim ary day a m ajority vote for their two can­ 
didates for district attorney, one of them is bound to be one 
of the candidates who will appear on the ticket in November. 
It cannot be otherwise, mathematically. 
Let us assume that io o o is the total number o f votes cast. 
Granting that our candidates receive 5c» and the other candidates 
receive 500, one of our two men must receive 251 votes or better, 
and if either one of the other two receives more than that, his 
companion must receive less, «o that one of our candidates would 
he bound to be in the run-off, for two high men will be in the 
finals. 
The same is true in respect to the sheriff’s race. 
Two can­ 
didates for sheriff have qualified, as representing the spirit of 
[law observance, but there are seven candidates running, mo that 


if 50 per cent of the vote of the county is cast for the tw o 
candidates, the other 50 per cent must be divided among five 
candidates. 
It would be utterly impossible for more than or» 
candidate among the five to receive as many vote* as one of 
the candidates of the two, 
The consequence is if 50 per cent of the vote of thia county 
is cast consciously for both law observance and for individual 
candidates, one tor sheriff and one for district attorney w ill 
represent this group in the final run-off. 
For those of us who 
contend that we are standing for the principle, this certainly is 
sufficient. 
If the names had not been filed; if they did not have 
to appear on the ticket; if it were long enough before the filing 
so that active work could be done to have one of the candidates 
voluntarily agree to not run. the situation would be entirely 
different, but they cannot withdraw themselves even if they should 
want to. 
Their lives., their record* and their desires square with (Ai 
principles which are espoused by The Register. 
We will be tor 
the candidates in the primaries and all of them who have ski 
qualified, and after the primaries we shall naturally support thi 
ones who are so qualified, whom the majority of like-minded 
people have placed on the ticket.

Maraschino Cherries 
10 pounds Royal Anne cherries 
5 pounds sugar 
Almond extract 
Fruit coloring (red) 
Pinch of alum 
Salt water 
The making of marschlno cher- 
ri*» is such a simple matter no 
woman should let the cherry sea­ 
son go by without making a gen­ 
erous supply. There are so many 
places they can be used . • . fruit 
cocktail . . . salad . . . ice creams 
. . . puddings of various kinds. 
And the syrup is just as adaptable.

cream. 


Buy the 
cherries 
well 
ripened 
and pit them immediately, placing 
them in a sieve to drain 
(save 
the Juice to add to the syrup). 
Soak the pitted cherries overnight 
in a weak salt solution in which 
can be dissovled a piece of alum 
the Bise of a pea—this. to toughen 
the cherries and keep them whole. 


Next 
morning drain 
and 
rinse 
the cherries 
and 
put them 
into 
the syrup to boil for five minutes. 
After cooking this first time add 
color 
carefully 
until 
the 
right 
shade of red 
is attained, weight 
the cherries under the syrup with 
a plate and stand until next day. 
The second 
day 
drain 
off 
the 
syrup, bring to the boll and pour 
over the cold cherries and again 
let stand until the following day. 
This process is followed for the 
third time, then the cheerios and 
syrup are put into jars, and for 
each pint of fruit and syrup pour 
into the jar a tablespoonful of al­ 
mond extract, seal and stand bo t­ 
tom side up 
to 
let the extract 
work through the whole jar. 


The syrup for the cherries must 
be as thick as it can be made. 
Add the cherry juice to the sugar

to let the sugar dissolve over a 
low flame.

THE PURPOSE OF THE DRYS 


The “dry” leaders of Orange county have had 
several meetings and have perfected an organ­ 
ization. 
These people, while not representative 
of tile church organically or ecclesiastically, are 
members of the church and recognize the obli­ 
gation of The teachings of religion and ethics 
in the lives of men. 
There is no group that has a higher right 
to participate in the political activities of the 
hour. 
They approach them from no selfish 
motive. 
They are not interested in the per­ 
sonalities of candidates. 
A campaign for so­ 
briety and the severance of the ties between 
the government and drunkard-making has been 
carried on bv the forces which they represent for 
75 years. 
There are those who complain the 
moment that such forces become active in po­ 
litical life, but the complaint comes from per­ 
sons. as a rule. who are hostile to some policy 
which the church strongly supports, 'usually 
prohibition. 
Tile Christian Century of a recent 
date very pertinently says: 
A church w ith any social conscience a t all de­ 
velops convictions In opposition to current evils 
which exist under th e sanction and shelter of 
law. 
It was so with duelling, w ith slavery, with 
legalized lotteries, w ith the liquor traffic, with 
war. 
To fight these evils is to fight for the re­ 
peal of the law s by which they are protected 
and sustained; and when these have been re­ 
peated. or contrary law s enacted, it la to fight 
for the m aintenance and enforcement of the leg­ 
islation by which these deadly institutions are 
banned. 
If any political party or any candidate 
espouses one of these causes which the common 
Christian mind deem s harm ful to hum anity and 
therefore m orally w rong, the issue is Joined right 
there between th a t p arty or candidate and the 
church through w hich the common Christian 
mind finds expression. 
This condition not only the church people are 
facing, hut others who are not allied with the 
church hut who recognize that organized re­ 
ligious groups in the country uphold the highest 
standards of moral and civic life, and hence en­ 
deavor to govern themselves bv those standards. 
But not only is this true—there are thousands 
of others, and in the nation millions, who dur­ 
ing the decades of contests have at times joined 
with the force» that would prohibit the exploita­ 
tion of human weakness because they themselves 
were weak and desired the existence of the 
mandate? of society to protect themselves from 
being exploited. 
We recall at a prohibition meeting a number 
of years ago listening to the testimony of a wife 
as she told the story of a local option fight in 
her town and of the weakness of her husband 
for drink—of how he stood «ill day at the polls 
distributing ballots, begging the people to vote 
for the elimination of the saloon from their town 
to protect him and other men like him. 
She 
told of how he waited until the votes were 
counted and he came home with spirits crushed 
and threw himself down and declared, calling 
her by name—“We might have won today if 
even- Christian man had done his duty.” 
But, 
as she said, they did not do their duty, and 
the life went out in darkness. 
A few months ago an item appeared in our 
paper concerning the arrest of a young man 
for drunken driving, and it received the usual 
notoriety that kind of an item does receive. 
The next day we received a letter from the 
mother of that boy, and it was a most pitiful 
epistle. 
She called attention to the fact that 
drunken driving was news, but that her boy, 
under age, was furnished liquor by bootleggers 
was not news—that it was so common and was 
such common knowledge that it ceased to be 
news. 
This is a condition that this league for law 
enforcement must aid in correcting. 
This boy 
and other boys must be rendered as safe as 
the votes of citizens can make them safe. 
The 
highway of life should be as free from him who 
would destroy the boys’ soberness as from those 
who would destroy their lives. 
In fact, to that 
mother tile soberness of her boy may be more 
precious than his life.

LOWERING THE FLAG 


Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, creator of Sherlock 
Holmes, has started on his last and greatest 
adventure, for he passed away this ^ morning at 
Sussex, England. 
He had been in ill-health 
since he returned from South America some 
months ago. 
It was in 1887 that Sir Arthur created Sher­ 
lock Holmes and Watson. 
The first book 
about these characters was a tremendous suc­ 
cess and was followed with a long list of other 
detective stories including. “Adventures of Sher­ 
lock 
Holmes,” “The 
Memoirs 
of 
Sherlock 
Holmes,” and “The Case Book of Sherlock 
Holmes.” 
Not so long ago Sherlock Holmes 
was killed by the author, but was subsequently 
1 revived because of the popular 
interest 
in 
Holmes, who is probably the best-known char- : 
acter in literature. 
Conan Doyle’s detective 
works were the forerunners of all the modern 
mystery stories. 
Authors have imitated Sir 
Arthur’s mystery creations but have never over­ 
shadowed them. 
A son of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s was lost 
in the Great war and from that tragedy dates 
the author’s interest in spiritualism. 
Spirit- 
ualism, as with Sir Oliver Lodge, offered to 
the learned man the one means of bridging the | 
gap between life and death and the hope of ; 
some day making contact with his son. 
O ne! 
of the results of his studies in spiritualism 
was a “History of Spiritualism” in two volumes, 
published in 1926. 
H is most recent lecture 
tour in South America and his lecture tour in 
the United States several years ago were chiefly 
devoted to the subject of spiritualism. 
No man would try harder to communicate 
from the spirit world with mortals than will 
Sir Arthur. 
In any case the sorrow over the 
loss of his son which has motivated so many 
of his activities since the death, is ended. 
The mystery stories by this author will be 
found well-thumbed on library shelves. 
Many 
copies have been literally worn out with read­ 
ing. 
His death will bring about a revival of 
interest in his books, for parents who remember 
being thrilled with their plots will introduce 
them to their young people who have been en­ 
thralled by the moderns, who have but followed 
in the footsteps of a great creator: Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle.

UNFINISHED BUSINESS 
We have done a magnificent Job 
in the protection and promotion of 
public health. 
But despite the doing of this 
magnificent Job there is a stagger­ 
ing amount of unfinished business 
in this field. 
In addressing the spring meeting 
of the Committee on the Costs of 
Medical Care, Ray Lyman Wilbur, 
the secretary of the interior, pre­ 
sented a 
challenging 
list of un­ 
necessary discases that are persist­ 
ent in national life. 
I commend this list for the care­ 
ful consideration of the nation: 
"One million persons are sick with 
m alaria each year. 
We know that 
•we do not have to have m alaria if 
we w ant to pay the price to get rid 
of it, and that price is practically 
one of dollars. 
It does not take 
very much skill in most cases. 
"Seven hundred thousand persons 
are sick with tuberculosis at any 
ome time, most of it preventable. 
"‘Four million 
persons 
in the 
south a few years ago were affect­ 
ed by 
hookworm 
disease. 
There 
are probably not so many now; 
they have more shoes, and more of 
other things there now. 
But the 
number affected is still great. 
"Thousands of women are sterile 
or seml-lnvallds because of gonor­ 
rhea. 
There Is much paralysis, lo­ 
comotor ataxia and mental disease, 
and there are many handicapped 
children because of syphilis. 
All 
this is connectible, and should be 
corrected. 
It is a scientific error. 


if not a crime, for a child to be 
born with congenital syphilis. 
"We still have 30,000 to 100,000 
cases of smallpox 
each year, in 
spite of the work of Jenner. 
Of 
course th at is Just plain, outright 
carelessness and Ignorance. 
“We have had approximately 2*. 
OOO cases and 5700 deaths due to 
typhoid fever. These were the fig­ 
ures for 1928. 
They would not be 
greatly 
different 
now. 
typhoid 
fever, of course, is another prevent 
able disease. 
"There were about 90,000 cases 
and 8300 deaths due to diphtheria 
in 1928. In the case of this disease, 
als®, but little improvement has 
been made during 
the past few 
years. 
Diphtheria still claims its 
regular number of little children 
Were 
the 
skill 
of 
organization 
shown by some of the health de­ 
partm ents applied 
very generally 
throughout the country, there would 
be immediately a marked end rapid 
reduction In cases and deaths. 
"People suffer much unnecessary 
pain because of their failure to visit 
a dentist regularly; and many ob­ 
scure disorders 
are 
due to bad 
teeth. 
Probably not more than 20 
per cent of the people go periodi­ 
cally to dentists 
for examination 
and repair; most of them go only 
for the relief of pain.”

Chiefly because the flow of 
money to consumers has not kept up with the flow of consumers’ 
goods. 
Consumption has been falling off for 
many 
months, 
and 
consumption regulates production. 
That is necessarily ao. because 
e end of all economic activity is consumption. 
All our elaborate 
agencies of production and distribution exist for that sole purpose. 
ea is not raised to fill warehouses; goods are not assembled 
o s ock shops ; ships are not built to rot in shipyards. 
Money 
spent by consumers, therefore, is the force that keep* the wheels 
ot industry moving. 
consumption is the chief incentive to current produc- 
ion, deficiency of current consumer buying is the chief cause of 
unemployment. Failure of consumers to buy summer goods checks 
ne production of fall goods, not only because it dsipeis confidence, 
but also because it ties up capital. 
In other words, production looks to distribution for its regu­ 
lator; and distribution in turn is regulated by the flow of money 


i through consumers’ markets. 
J 
This flow of money, therefore, is the most fundamental of the 
man'_ *ctor? "*at havc caused the present business depression. 
I here is no doubt that people would buy, and continue to 
buy, a constantly increasing volume of goods, if they had the 
money; and there is no doubt that producers would provide the 
goods, and keep employment at a maximum, if they were sure 
that^ an increased flow of money to consumers would match 
the increased flow of goods into consumers* markets. See that the 
consumers have enough money to consume, and producers can 
; easily get enough money to produce; but the reverse is not true. 
everything we can do right now to increase consumer buying 
I win help us out of the present depression.

Now it is not possible for a 
child to change his nature over­ 
night.

The roots of the growth 
that the change indicates, are very 
deep and

to 
grow. 
This 
change of play 
to 
work, 
this 
change 
from 
rather 
aimless activity to purposeful ac­ 
tivity, did not come. cannot come, 
without a 
series 
of 
experience* 
that led to and encouraged the 
growth. 
Children are thoughtless. 
They 
can live in a household seething 
with Jobs under way, jobs wait- 
'tng to be done, ojbs everywhere, 
and never lift a hand to help. 
Their attention m ust be directed 
to them. 
When you are doing 
anything about the house and the 
small boy or girl stops to watch, 
explain what it is you are doing 
and press them into service for a 
short 
time. 
Gradually 
increase 
the time and vary the experience 
until the child can do that one 
thing independently. 
It is astonishing how soon one 
well-set activity helps to engen­ 
der another, how soon one mind of 
power will give a child a start on 
the next. 
Very soon the child is 
useful and able to carry some bit 
of responsibility 
confidently 
and 
well. 
This is necessary for the 
next phase of growth. 
It is not 
easy to work with a child hanging 
to you but th at is the way one 


has to work if one has children. 
Indeed, the children often supply 
the motive for the working. Then 
let them have their share in the 
work that means so much to their 
growth and their intelligence. 
All opportunities for useful work 
did not pass with the passing of 
the country home. 
The city and 
town-home offer work. and good 
work for children. 
It will train a 
girl’s hand and mind to run a 
vacuum cleaner, thoroughly clean­ 
ing a room, /oor and walls, cush­ 
ions and cracks. 
Nor will it hurt 
a boy any to clean and polish a 
car. 
And answering the telephone, 
keeping a bathroom bright, polish­ 
ing faucets and mirrors, bringing 
in the newspapers and the milk, 
attending 
to 
waste 
papers 
and 
washing the bottles, are good be­ 
ginnings for serious work. 
It is 
not necessary that work be labor. 
It should be real, it should mean 
something to the family, it should 
count 
It is rarely wise to pay a child 
for work done about the house. 
Better give him his allowance and 
teach him to use it in wise spend­ 
ing, but permit him to earn money 
outside the home so soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Work 
for 
strangers 
Is 
worthy 
of 
pay. 
Work 
for the 
family is the labor ut love and 
service and no money can pay for 
that. 
But watch to make certain that 
play is merging into work so that 
when the great urge for personal 
expression 
. nd 
personal 
experi­ 
ence is upon the child, he will 
not be found with the hands and 
vague desires for achievement of 
an infant. 
Guide him a little and he will 
prepare himself for the working 
days ahead.
